THE INDIAN COMMISSION, 


‘The Yanktons and How they 
Live. 


Scenes on Arriving at the Yaok- 
ton Reserve. 


Fort Randall, on the loft bank of the Mis- 
sourt River.

They sre a etrong, warlike tribe, 
feared of old by thelr neighbors, and capa- 
ble of copmg with any who might ettack 
them. They heve nearly always been friend- 
iy tothe whites, One by one, they came 
down to the bead, strutting lewly aud ma- 
jeeticarly along, closely wrapped in 
woollen blankets, and answertng

THE WOOD YARD. 

It was just below the reserve that we 
‘came up to abdat the last wood-yard, boate 
being compelled, a little above here, - to stop 
and cut thelrown wooed. The St, John has 
a geodstock of coal, however, and will

-Bad Latds -to gauter wood. These men 
have established themecives at various 
points along the river, bullt log 
where frame ones are not possible, a 
wood, which they pile up by the bank and 
which they sometimes have to haul fer 
quite s distance. The moment that 
boat whistles, the owner of, the 
wood hurries to the spot and ‘seat 
nimeelf upon the pile. There he remains 
while the boat is landing, making no motion, 
no sign.

Quesijoned as to the price, he 
makes a brief reply. Then the men, shamb- 
ling up the gaugway, proceed to take it off. 
He, bowever, does not etir until they get 
near him, when he dismounts, goes on the 
boat, gets bis pay ard a drink and is seen no 
more ofmen.
